A ¡.rg tilti of V ollS D d . 
Dav id I. of Scotland 
was a merry 
monarch, fond of tho chase, and 
sel. 
dom heeded the good counsels of his 
friend and confessor. Alk wine, canon 
of S t Augustine. 
It was ahortiy after 
his coronation that ’ Hoods Day” fell, 
a solemn occasion for the elev ation ot 
crosses in the churches and religious 
ceremonies. 
In spite of the prayers 
and entreaties of the priest, the King 
would ride to the hunt with his host of 
merry courtiers. 
When ev ening fell and the shadows 
lengthened, by some mischance tho 
King became separated from his com­ 
panions in the gloom. 
He found himself suddenly quite 
alone at the foot of 
a great crag. 
Far awav sounded the no,» « of tha 
hunt, but he could see no man any« 
where and suddenly his horse, an animal 
of mettle—such as it befitted a mon­ 
arch to ride—began to tremble. 
In 
all his mov ements, and in his strange 
•tare, he exhibited those tok ens which, 
to this day, Scotsmen of a superstitious 
nature will declare a proof that the 
horse can see spirits, which any one 
must be conv inced giv e ev idence that 
these dumb creatures are capable of 
the most intense terror of the superna­ 
tural. whether that emotion be founded 
on fact or fancy. 
The King's horse, in fact, no longer 
obeyed his m;»*>t r, and it was only by 
the most expert 
horsemanship that the 
royal rider maintainea his » eat. 
And now suddenly hu saw what ter­ 
rified the animal, for there arose be­ 
fore him an imtneose stag almost twice 
as large as any that had ev er la** n 
seen before, white as snow, with great 
horns lik e bleached iv ory. 
He fixed his immense and brilliant 
eyes upon horse and rider, and on the 
instance the former ran away at full 
speed, followed by the white stag— 
away oyer moss 
and mire! 
Away! 
away! the white stag gaining ail the 
while, until at last, with a shriek that 
cnly a terri/hd horse could utter, the 
creature fell and lay prostrate and m o 
tionless, throwing the King. 
The stag, with one wild leap, stood 
ov er the monarch, who gav e himself 
up for dead, when suddenly a figure, 
strange and beautiful, 
stood beside 
him, and interposed a cross between 
those mighty horns and the King's per- 
§ on; and the stag, turning, fled back 
to the forest 
The hunters, missing the King, mado 
search for him. 
As they rode to and 
fro they caught glimpses of the white 
stag, but only as a 
flying v ision; yet 
its color, its sixe and its wonderful 
speed filled them with terror. 
Finally 
tney found the hunting cap the King 
had worn upon the ground, and, fol­ 
lowing this clew, came at last to the 
spot when) the King’s horse lay. quite 
dead, its eyes wide open, as though 
fixed upon some terrifying object. 
N ear by lay the King himself, mo­ 
tionless. silent pallid as a statue of 
marble. 
His 
hands 
were clasped 
about a large cross. 
At first they 
thought that he also was dead, 
but 
shortly he opened his eyes, and told 
them the tale I hav e told you. 
Moreov er, he said that since the 
flight of the stag he had dtcamed 
a 
dream or had a v ision. 
A holy being, 
though he k new not what name be­ 
longed to it, had bade him build an 
abbey in the same place, to be called 
the Holy Hood Abbey, to dedicate it 
in honor of the Holy Cross which had 
sav ed his life, and to build it on the 
spo* where he had fallen. 
This tale and the sight of the cross 


'A impressed the wild young nobles 
that they k nelt about the King, and 
all dev outly adored the God whoso 
mercy had so marv elously preserv ed 
their monarch, whom they then con­ 
v eyed to the chapel, where the pious 
Alk wine still employed himself in de­ 
v otion. 
Here the cros-, from which the King 
had nev er parted, was carefully exam­ 
ined. 
It was of wonderful and intri­ 
cate work manship, a miracle of deli­ 
cate beauty: and no n an could tell of 
what it was made, whether of wool or 
metal: and it was r^ c ne d that, during 
the 2» 0 years which this cross -to >d in 
the abbey, no one ev er discov ered of 
what *t was carv ed; for th^ abbey was 
built -.nd wa- k nown to fame 
long af­ 
ter tire King who erect I it slept in 
its tv mb. and the cross k ept its place 
until the son of Hubert Bruce be thought 
him to tak e it into battle with him, 
when it fell into 
English hands, anu 
belonged for a long while 
to Durham 
Cathedr al, still a mystery. 
For there 
nev er was b*» fo"e, nor has been since— 
so say those who ought to k now—any­ 
thing in the least lik e it as to texture. 
As for the w hite stag, there were 
those who 
thought they caught a 
glimpse of it flying ov er the woods and 
v ales about the Castle of Edinburgh 
for many years, and who swore they 
saw it by moonlight tasting the waters 
of the Well of Iholy Hood; and that 
far away faint bugles rang and tte 
sound of baying hounds and hunters’ 
cries on ev ery “Rood Day” ev ening for 
a century or more.

Miss Lizzie Kohler, a dress mak er 
ot Northern Pacific Junction, while 
crossing the St. Paul & Duluth bridge 
ov er the St. Louis riv er on Monday, 
was met on the bridge by a train, and, 
fainting, fell about 30 feet on the 
rock s beneath. She surv iv e« , but, it 
is feared, with v ery serious internal 
injuries. 


General Manager Mellen. of the 
Northern Pacific, announces by cir­ 
cular that the following extensions of 
the Northern Pacific & Manitoba, ag­ 
gregating 481 miles of road, hav e been 
completed and will be operated as 
part of the Manitoba div ision: lied 
Bluff extension, from Sappington to 
end of track , 21 miles; Pony exten­ 
sion, from Harrison to end of track , 7 
mil« *; Elk hom extension, from Bould­ 
er to end of track , 20| miles. 


The Northern Pacific company has 
purchased a little more than the ma­ 
jority of )he capital stock of the 
Seattle, Lak e Shore A Eastern; that 
is about $3,000,000 out of $6,000,000, 
and has leased the property upon a 
basis of a guaranty of 6] per cent in­ 
terest on the outstanding bonds and 
the further issue of bonds necessary 
to complete the line to the interna­ 
tional boundary, a total of about $5,- 
000,000. The annual rental will be 
about 800,000. but inasmuch as the 
Seattle company has thus far earned 
its interests, the Northern Pacific is 
not lik ely to be called upon to mak e 
good any deficit The Northern Paci­ 
fic will enter upon the operation of 
the Seattle road on the 25th inst 


The attorney general of the United 
State« filed a complaint in the federal 
court in St. Paul against the Northern 
Pacific Railway company, the West­ 
ern Union Telegraph company and 
the Northwestern Telegraph company. 
The charge made is that the Northern 
Pacific has failed to construct and 
operate a complete telegraphic serv ice 
along its line as prov ided for in the 
contract made with the gov ernment 
when the land grant to the company 
was made. The complaint is a v ery 
long one, going ov er the w hole ground 
of the organization of the Northern 
Pacific, showing in detail how the 
company entered into the contract, 
and setting forth that it is charged 
that the company has wholly ceased 
to operate or maintain a line of tele­ 
graph ov er any of its branches, while 
still in possession of all it was granted 
with the understanding that it should 
so operate a line. The Western Union 
and Northemwestem Telegraph com­ 
panies, with whom the Northern Pa­ 
cific has contracts for lines along its 
road, are made co-respondents with 
the road.

Bellamy’s Theories pat into Practice. 


D e s M o in e s , la , July 22.—During 
last winter there was organized at 
Univ ersity 
Place, 
an educational 
suburb of Dee Moines, what was k nown 
as an inv estigating club. The body 
met once a week and discussed social 
and economic topics. 
Among the 
members of the club were those op­ 
posed to the present competitiv e sys­ 
tem of industry. The result was that 
about a month ago a special meeting 
was held to dev ise a plan to escape 
what they deemed the ev ils of society 
and put in successful operation the 
principles which had crystallized in 
their minds as the result of their in­ 
v estigations. 
Then followed the 
organization of the Colony company 
with the object of founding in some 
fav ored spot, 
probably either in 
Louisiana or Texas, a community 
which shall be complete within itself. 
Among ttie original members of the 
company are Earnest B. Gastor, editor 
of the Suburban Adv ocate; Prof. W. 
P. Maey, of Drak e Univ ersity; C. H. 
Mershon, E. D. Smith, D. Harrodand 
J. P. Merredith, all more or less 
prominent. 
The members of the proposed colony 
do not exactly indorse Bellamy’s 
v iews. They giv e this distinction in­ 
stead of Bellamy’s principle: ‘‘From 
each one according to his ability” to 
“each one according to his need.” 
Their principle is “all will hav e equal 
opportunity, and each will be reward­ 
ed according to his* need.” Each 
stock holder will contribute $500, and 
upon his death, resignation or repul­ 
sion, the v alue of his capitalization 
shall be paid to him or his heirs, but 
he waiv es all right to interest or in­ 
crease. Labor will be paid a certain 
rate per hour. 
Eight hours shall 
constitute a day’s work . 
Goods will 
be purchases! at the colonial store at 
cost with labor time check s. The use 
of money will be abandoned sav e for 
use in intercourse with the outside 
world before the colony becomes in­ 
dependent. Supreme authority shall 
rest with indiv idual members, and 
minority representations in the coun­ 
cils shall be obtained by cumulativ e 
v oting.

THE 
WHITE 
STAG. 


A Legend of Kentland. 
David I. of Scotland 
was a merry 
monarch, fond of the chase, and sel­ 
dom heeded the good counsels of his 
friend and confessor, Alk wine, canon 
of St Augustine. 
It was shortly after 
his coronation that “Hoods Day” fell, 
a solemn occasion for the elevation ot 
crosses in the churches and religious 
ceremonies. 
In spite of the prayers 
and entreaties of the priest, the King 
would ride to the hunt with his host of 
merry courtiers. 
When evening fell and the shadows 
lengthened, by some mischance tho 
King became separated from his com­ 
panions in the gloom. 
He found himself suddenly quite 
alone at the foot of a great crag. 
Far away sounded the noise of the 
hunt, but he could see no man any­ 
where and suddenly his horse, an animal 
of mettle—such as it befitted a mon­ 
arch to ride—began to tremble. 
In 
all his movements, and in his strange 
stare, be exhibited those tokens which, 
to this day, Scotsmen of a superstitious 
nature will declare a proof that the 
horse can see spirits, which any one 
must be convinced give evidence that 
these dumb creatures are capable of 
the most intense terror of the superna­ 
tural, whether that emotion be founded 
on fact or fancy. 
The King’s horse, in fact, no longer 
obeyed his mast r, and it was only by 
the most expert horsemanship that the i 
royal rider maintained his heat. 
And now suddenly he saw what ter­ 
rified the animal, for there arose be­ 
fore him an immense stag almost twice 
as largo as any that had ever bes n 
seen before, white as snow, with great 
horns like bleached ivory. 
He fixed his immense and brilliant 
eyes upon horse and rider, and on the 
instance the former ran away at full 
speed, followed by the white stag— 
away oyer moss and mire! 
Away! 
away! the white stag gaining ail the 
while, until at last, with a shriek that 
only a terrified horse could utter, the 
creature fell and lay prostrate and mo­ 
tionless, throwing the King. 
The stag, with one wild leap, stood 
over the monarch, who gave himself 
up for dead, w hen suddenly a figure, 
strange and beautiful, stood beside 
him, and interjiosed a cross between 
those mighty horns and the King’s per- 
§on; and the stag, turning, fled back 
to the forest 
The hunters, missing the King, made 
search for him. 
As they rode to and 
fro they caught glimpses of the white 
stag, but only as a flying vision; yet 
its color, its site and its wonderful 
speed filled them with terror. 
Finally 
tney found the hunting cap the King 
had worn upon the ground, and, fol­ 
lowing this clew, came at last to the 
spot where the King’s horse lay, quite 
dead, its eyes wide open. as though 
fixed upon some terrifying object. 
Near by lay the King himself, mo­ 
tionless, silent pallid as a statue of 
marble. 
His 
hands were clasped 
about a large cross. 
At first they 
thought that he also was dead, but 
shortly he ojiened his eyes, and told 
them the tale I have told you. 
Moreover, he said that since the 
flight of the stag he had dreamed a 
dream or had a vision. 
A holy being, 
though he knew not what name be­ 
longed to it, had bade him build an 
abbey in the same place, to be called 
the Holy Hood Abbey, to dedicate it 
in honor of the Holy Cross which had 
saved his life, and lo build it on the 
spot where he had fallen. 
This tale and the sight of tho cross 
ho impressed the wild young nobles 
that they knelt about the King, and 
all devoutly adored the God whoso 
mercy had so marvelously preserved 
their monarch, whom they then con­ 
veyed to the chapel, where the pious 
Alkwine still employed himself in de­ 
votion. 
Here the eros-, from which the King 
had never parted, was carefully exam­ 
ined. 
It was of wonderful and intri­ 
cate workmanship, a miracle of deli­ 
cate beauty: and no man could tell of 
what it was made, whether of woo l or 
metal; and it was a'.'en cd that, during 
the 2< 0 years which this cross stood in 
the abbey, no one ever discovered of 
what it was carved; for the abbey was 
built end wa- known to fame long af­ 
ter the King who erect1 I it slept in 
its ktiib; and the cross kept its place 
until the son of Hubert Bruce be thought 
him to take it into battle with him, 
when it fell into English hands, anti 
belonged for a long while to Durham 
Cathedral, still a mystery. 
For there 
never was b^fc-e, nor has been since— 
so say those who ought to know—any­ 
thing in the least like it as to texture. 
As for tho white stag, there were 
those who thought they caught a 
glimpse of it flying over the woods and 
vales about the Castle of Edinburgh 
for many years, and who swore they 
saw it by moonlight tasting the waters 
of the Well of Holy Rood; and that 
far away faint bugles rang and the 
sound of baying hounds and hunters’ 
cries on every “Rood Day” evening for 
a century or more. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


A Cincinnati tenement house was 
destroyed by fire yesterday and four 
of the inmates were burned to death. 


A Veradale special to the Pioneer 
Press says: Willard Brown was ac­ 
cidentally shot and killed by Frank 
Rhoades. The boys were out hunting. 
Tho case is particularly sad, as the 
deceased was the mainstay of his aged 
parents. 


“The widest plank on earth” is on 
exhibition at the railroad depot m this 
city. It was cut at the Elk river mill 
and is sixteen feet in width. It will 
be among the Humboldt exhibits at 
the world’s fair in Chicago.—Hum- 
poldt Standard. 


Miss Lizzie Kohler, a dress maker 
ot Northern Pacific Junction, while 
crossing the St. Paul & Duluth bridge 
over the St. Louis river on Monday, 
was met on the bridge by a train, and, 
fainting, fell about 30 feet on the 
rocks beneath. She survives, but, it 
is feared, with very serious internal 
injuries. 


General Manager Mellen, of the 
Northern Pacific, announces by cir­ 
cular that the following extensions of 
the Northern Pacific & Manitoba, ag­ 
gregating 48$ miles of road, have been 
completed and will be operated as 
part of the Manitoba division: Red 
Bluff extension, from Sappington to 
end of track, 21 miles; Pony exten­ 
sion, from Harrison to end of track, 7 
miles; Elkhorn extension, from Bould­ 
er to end of track, 20$ miles. 


The Northern Pacific company has 
purchased a little more than the ma­ 
jority of The capital stock of the 
Seattle, Lake Shore & Eastern; that 
is about $3,000,000 out of $5,000,000, 
and has leased the property upon a 
basis of a guaranty of 6$ per cent, in­ 
terest on the outstanding bonds and 
the further issue of bonds necessary 
to complete the line to the interna­ 
tional boundary, a total of about $5,- 
000,000. The annual rental will be 
about 800,000, but inasmuch as the 
Seattle company has thus far earned 
its interests, the Northern Pacific is 
not likely to be called upon to make 
good any deficit The Northern Paci­ 
fic will enter upon the operation of 
the Seattle road on the 25th inst 


The attorney general of the United 
States filed a complaint in the federal 
court in St. Paul against the Northern 
Pacific Railway company, the West­ 
ern Union Telegraph company and 
the Northwestern Telegraph company. 
The charge made is that the Northern 
Pacific has failed to construct and 
operate a complete telegraphic service 
along its line as provided for in the 
contract made with the government 
when the land grant to the company 
was made. The complaint is a very 
long one, going over the w hole ground 
of the organization of the Northern 
Pacific, showing in detail how the 
company entered into the contract, 
and setting forth that it is charged 
that the company has w holly ceased 
to operate or maintain a line of tele­ 
graph over any of its branches, while 
still in possession of all it was granted 
with the understanding that it should 
so operate a line. The Westera Union 
and Northerawestera Telegraph com­ 
panies, with whom the Northern Pa­ 
cific has contracts for lines along its 
road, are made co-respondents with 
the road. 


Bellamy’s Theories put into Practice. 
Des Moines, la., July 22.—During 
last winter there was organized at 
University 
Place, 
an educational 
suburb of Des Moines, what was known 
as an investigating club. The body 
met once a week and discussed social 
and economic topics. 
Among the 
members of the club were those op­ 
posed to the present competitive sys­ 
tem of industry. The result was that 
about a month ago a special meeting 
was held to devise a plan to escape 
what they deemed the evils of society 
and put in successful operation the 
principles which had crystallized in 
their minds as the result of their in­ 
vestigations. 
Then followed the 
organization of the Colony company 
with the object of founding in some 
favored spot, 
probably either in 
Louisiana or Texas, a community 
which shall be complete within itself. 
Among tfie original members of the 
company are Earnest B. Gastor, editor 
of the Suburban Advocate; Prof. W. 
P. Macy, of Drake University; C. H. 
Mershon, E. D. Smith, D. Harrod and 
J. P. Meredith, all more or less 
promment. 
The members of the proposed colony 
do not exactly indorse Bellamy’s 
views. They give this distinction in­ 
stead of Bellamy’s principle: “From 
each one according to his ability” to 
“each one according to his need.” 
Their principle is “all will have equal 
opportunity, and each will be reward­ 
ed according to his* need.” Each 
stockholder will contribute $500, and 
upon his death, resignation or repul­ 
sion, the value of his capitalization 
shall be paid to him or his heirs, but 
he waives all right to interest or in­ 
crease. Labor will be paid a certain 
rate per hour. 
Eight hours shall 
constitute a day’s work. 
Goods will 
be purchased at the colonial store at 
cost with labor time checks. The use 
of money will be abandoned save for 
use in intercourse with the outside 
world before the colony becomes in­ 
dependent. Supreme authority shall 
rest with individual members, and 
minority representations in the coun­ 
cils shall be obtained by cumulative 
voting.

First—We demand that the “war tariff,” 
which ha* too lone survived theobjeet of its cre­ 
ation, sh itll be radically revised, giving very ma­ 
terial reduction on the lasreesarles of life, uud 
placing raw materal upon the free list to the 
end that we may compete with the world for a 
market: and that such luxuries a* whisky and 
tobacco shall to no manner be relieved from in­ 
ternal taxation till the high protective tariff has 
been wholly divested of its extortions; and we 
especially denounce the McKinley bill as the 
crowning Infamy of protection. 
Second- We demand governmental control of 
railways, both by state and nation, to the end 
that all discrimination shall cease; that reason­ 
able rates shall be established; that watered 
stock shall not receive the rewards of honest 
capital, and tile pooling of rates is such an ele-

SENATE. 
The two shipping bills passed the senate 
by nearly a party v ote. Senators Vest and 
George ¿ .poke in opposition to the bills and 
Messrs. Stewart and Harris in fav orof them. 
The senate caucus committee met and 
spent some time trying to dev iae a plan to 
carry out the absolute instruction of the 
caucus to report a rule, a modification of 
the existing rules <>r a practicable method 
of procedure b y which a majority of the sen­ 
ate may reach a v ote upon the national elec­ 
tion bill or any other pending measure with­ 
in a reasonable space of time. The com­ 
mittee did not reach a conclusion, but hopes 
to be able to report to the caucus soon. 
HOT'S E. 
The conference report on the silv er bill 
was passed by the house by a strict party 
v ote. 
The silv er bill has now passed both 
houses of congress in the identical terms in 
which it came irom the conference commit­ 
tee. 


SE N A T E . 
While the sundry civ il bill was under con­ 
sideration Senator Stewart came round to 
Senators Moody nnd Casey and asked them 
f they were ready to make a fight for their 
sells for irrigation in the Dakotas. 
Both of 
these gentlemen ore primed w th statistics 
» n this point and will make ev ery effort to 
lav e the amendment iuserted in the bill. 
There is some !ear of losing the amendment 
repealing the act withdrawing the lands suo- 
reptible to irrigation, as a point of ordei 
tnay be made against it and sustained. 


BOUSE. 
The session of congress, which will proba 
bly close within the next fiv e weeks, has been 
tin exceedingly poor one lor 
claimants. 
Kpeaker Ileed early in the winter disclosed 
the fact that lie was not disposed to encour­ 
age legislation looking to disbursements of 
public money for claims against the gov ern­ 
ment. priv ate or otherwise, and he has been 
sustained by n large contingentin the house, 
i-mbrm ing t he conserv ativ es in each of the 
political parties. 
There are many just claims 
that hav e been pending for years, but they 
n» -e bo commingled with the jobs that thei 
•ufler the fute of the latter. 
SENATE. 
The senate resumed consideration of the 
sundry civ il appropriation bill, the first item 
i'beingone of $ 250,000 or surv eying the pub­ 
ic lands, the committee recommending on 
increase to $ 000,000. 
Senator Powers presented a mammoth 
petition from fifty-one towns in Montana, 
signed by 2,310 citizens, asking for legisla­ 
tion to i'reserv e to the people of the state 
the mineral lands in it, nnd to piev ent the 
Northern Pacific from acquiring lands to 
which it is not clearly entitled under its char­ 
ter. 
HOUSE. 
The house, after routine business, went in­ 
to committee of the whole on the bill appro­ 
priating $ 030,18 0 for additional clerical 
force for the pension office, a two-hours de­ 
bate ensued. 
The Indian committee of the house has re­ 
ported an omnibus bill tor Indian schools, 
locating one in Montana conv enient to the 
most prominent railroad center, in South 
Dakota at Chamberlain, and in Minnesota 
a t Pipestone. 
A bill was introduced to giv e the widow of 
Gen. J ohn C. Freemont a pension of $ 3,000 o 
year. 
SENATE. 
The resolution of Senator Cullora for an 
inv estigation of the Canadian Pacific rail­ 
road in relation to alleged ev asions of the 
interstate commerce law, seems to huv e 
been a boomerang. 
Senator Washburn of­ 
fered an amendment which inv estigates the 
Grand Trunk road, w hich is just what Cul- 
lom did not want. 
Senator Pettigrew of South Dakota is not 
v ery well satisfied with the present session 
of congress and thinks that neither house 
lias been businesslike or practical in its work. 
He says that three months hav e been con­ 
sumed and nothing done. 
There is a general impression among some 
senators on tlie Republican side that neither 
the federal election law nor the tariff bill 
will pass the senate at this session. 
HOUSE. 
The house committee on rules consider! 
the resolution prov iding for an inv estigation 
ofpension office methods under Commibfioner 
Raum, but came to no conclusion. 
On ac­ 
count of the discussion in the house of the 
present administration of the pension office, 
it is believ ed that an inv estigation will be 
ordered. 
The house 
w**nt into committee of the 
whole on 
the land grant forfeiture bill. 
Mr. Stockdale of Mississippi adv ocated the 
bill. 
Mr. 
Holman of Indiana rev iewed the 
land grant legislation of congress and argued 
in fav or of a forfeiture of all lands not earned 
within the time limited in the granting, acts. 
SENATE. 
The monotony of the discussion of the ir 
rigntion bill was changed by a speech from 
Senator Moody of South Dakota, who tulked 
two hours and a half. Senator Moody pro 
tested most emphat ically against the with­ 
drawal of lands in the western partofSouth- 
Dakota. 
He also made a plea for artesian 
irrigation. In his remarks to show that 
Powell f 11< 1 not know what he was talking 
about, lie read a letter from an engineer of 
the army addressed to himself and another 
addressed to Senator Casey. 
Tlieletter was 
in reply to queries as to what was being 
done by Powell, and showed conclusiv ely 
that there was !ar too much guess work in 
the irrigation surv ey. 
HOUSE. 
Hermann of Oregon offered an emendment 
to the Nort hern Pacific forfeiture bill, the 
only amendment which was adopted, pro­ 
v iding that the settlers who had gone on the 
railroad lands intending topurchasein good 
faith from « he railroad company, should be 
allowedjto acquire from the gov ernment 8 20 
a-'res of land so purchased a t $ 1.25 per acre. 
The bill is a senate bill with a house substi­ 
tute. forfeiting land granted to aid in the 
construction of railroads opposite to and 
co-terminous with the portion of any such 
road not now completed. 
SENATE. 
The consideration of the sundry civ il ap­ 
propriation bill was resumed—the pending 
question beiug. the amendment repealing 
the irrigation prov ision in the like bill of 
Oct. 2, 188 8 —excepting tha t reserv oir and 
canal sites hereto ore located or selected 
shall remain segregated and reserv ed from 
entry or settlement. 
Mr. 
Reagan 
continued 
his argument 
against the amendment nnd in fav or of the 
irrigation scheme initiated by the act of 
1888. 
After further discussion by Messrs. 
Plumb, Cockrell, Teller and Stewart the 
question was put and the amendment v a i 
agreed to. 
HOUSE. 
T he‘‘original package” bill was then taken 
•ip. E. R Taylor, in adv ocating the measure, 
said that nev er had such a blow been giv en 
to sta te sov ereignity and state rights as had 
been giv en by the ascertainment tha t under 
t he constitution of the 1’nited States, the cit­ 
izens of a foreign state might take into an- 
other state any property that was a subject 
of commerce and there seil it without liabil­ 
ity of taxation or the burden of taxation. 
Mr. Culbertson, o! Texas, said the effect of 
the senate bill would lie to transfer a power 
v ested exclusiv e in congress to the states, 
and the states themselv es would execute a 
power which they had parted with when the 
constitution was adopted. 
Mr. Henderson, of Iowa, said that no de­ 
cision rendered by the supreme court since 
that court had decided that a human soul 
was a proper article of merchandise had so 
excited the feelings of the country as the 
original package decision.

M a k in g N ick e ls And Pennies. 
The copper used in the mnnufac 
ture of pennies is of the v ery best 
qua lity, and is from the Calnmet k 
Hecla Mining Company on Lake Su- • 
perior. The metal is shipped in bnlk 
: from the mines to the factories 
Merchant A Co., in Connecticut. 
There it is rolled nnd stumped out 
in circles ot the requisite size, sa ys 
the 
Philadelphia 
Inquirer. 
These I 
circles are perfectly plain, with th * 
exception of then» iseti or milled edge. 
At this sta g e the pieces intended for 
[» ennies are a s bright a s gold pieces, 
while those Intended tor nickels re­ 
semble highly 
polished silv er. 
In 
this condition they are deliv ered to 
the mint. Ot course, it is absolutely 
necessary tha t all the pieces should 
be of uni.'orm size and weight. 
The transfer from the factory to 
the mint is made, and the numl>er of 
piece* in a package is reckoned by its 
weight. 
1 o find out how many small 
coins the a m ount of nickel and cop- | 
per contracted for nt present will 
make, multiply the number of pounds 
Th«» End» ! 
ot copper by 100 ami the uumtier of » itb the lan«^ 
pounds ot nickel bv sev enty. 
This calculation will show tha t the 
metal now a bout to be tuade up into 
coin will m ake 35,000 nickels and 
100,000 pennies. One hundred pen­ 
nies. therefore, weigh exa ctly one 
pound. 
When these pieces reach the mint 
they ore subject to the finishing 
cess, which consists in sta m ping 
w ith the denomination, lettering and 
characters seen on the coins, wiien 
they reach the public. 
To accomplish 
this, great, pressure is needed, a s the 
pits-» *« are not heated ag a in after lea v ­ 
ing the fa ctory. 
The a m ount of pressure required is 
simply enormous, considering the 
size of the piei-es. 
The copper pen­ 
nies require a pressure oi ten tons 
a v oirdupois, while with the nickel 
piecesit is necessary to put on a pres­ 
sure of Irom twelv e to fifteen tons.

Funny enough they come each time 
from a different city, and the supposi­ 
tion is tha t the forger leav es town 
for a nother loca lity immediately up­ 
on pa ssing one. 
He g ets rid of the 
note he has just completed, which 
may remain in circulation for some 
tim e liefore reaching a bank, and de­ 
pa rts long before the police a g ents 
nav e a chance to arriv e upon the 
scene. 
The m ost plausible theory 
seems to be th a t he is a monomaniac 
of means, who gratifies a morbid 
ta ste in this a stonishing way. 
His 
im ita tion bills are so perfectly done 
th a t no one short of a professional 
expert would hesita te to ta ke them 
for g ood money. From the v ig nettes 
to the sig na tures the work is perform­ 
ed with an accuracy tha t bears scru­ 
tiny 
with a powerful magnifying 
g la ss. 
In all likelihood the reason 
why the notes are not made of hirger 
denom ina tions is tha t they would be 
proportiona tely 
more difficult to 
pass. 
One can imagine tha t this ec­ 
centric counterfeiter indulges in the 
employm ent simply tor the g ra tifica ­ 
tion of his v a nity.

The tw o shipping billa passed the Banate 
by nearly a p arty vote.

carry out the absolute instruction of the 
caucus to report a role, a m odification of 
tile existing rales o r a practicable m ethod 
of procedure by which a m ajority of th e sen­ 
a te m ay reach a vote upon the n ational elec­ 
tion bill o r any other pending m easure with­ 
in a reasonable space of tim e.

Then his m other’s words came back, 
j “Nobody shan’t ever shut my little 
boy in a dark cell,” and he wept as 
he hud not since her death, for lie had 
loved th a t mother.* The warden’s 
w ife found him in a melted condition. 
Ile told her his story, and she gave 
him the utm ost sym pathy and kind­ 
ness during his long term, shortened 
by his goon behavior.

glass. In all likelihood the reason 
why the notes are not made of larger 
denom inations is th a t they would be 
proportionately 
more difficult to 
pass. One can imagine th a t this ec­ 
centric counterfeiter indulges in the 
employment simply for the gratifica­ 
tion of his vanity. It is not improb­ 
able th a t he himself has been shown 
the frame a t the treasury building in 
which tw o specimens of his handi­ 
work are shown by polite attendants 
to visitors as the m ost extraordinary 
samples of forgeries in the govern­ 
ment collection. Anyway he goes on 
turning out the bills a t regular inter­ 
vals of six m onths, thus occasioning 
periodical spasm s of exasperation in 
the secret-servics bureau.

The commissioners examined it Wedr 
nesday morning and found that some 
of the timbers in the arch on the east 
end were so rotten that the could lie 
tora to pieces with one's fingers. The 
foundations to the bridge were also 
found to be crumbling and giving 
away, although Com. Smith says there 
is no immediate danger from this 
source. The commissioners spent the 
greater part of Wednesday afternoon 
considering what to do in regard to 
the matter. A representative of an 
Ohio iron bridge company was pres­ 
ent at their meeting and offered to 
replace the bridge with a solid, sub­ 
stantial iron structure, at the cost of 
the present bndge. 
The commis­ 
sioners. however, finally concluded to 
replace the rotten timbers and other­ 
wise repair tho bridge to last until 
winter, when they exjxNd to place it 
in first-class condition. 
Work of 
temporarily repairing the bridge is 
now in progress. An unsafe bridge 
is a very’ dangerous thing, and if a 
great deal of care and good judgment 
is not exercised in making present re­ 
pairs, a terrible calamity may be ex­ 
pected.

Milwaukee, July 19.—The supreme 
lodge, Knights of Pythias, has con­ 
cluded its sixteenth biennial session 
here. Before adjourning the long- 
talked-of liquor question was settled. 
A long and bitter debate was entered 
into between the prohibition repre­ 
sentatives and the local option men. 
The latter finally won, the supreme 
lodge deciding that the various grand 
lodges were to judge whether saloon­ 
keepers should be admitted in the 
lodges subordinate to them. The two 
children of Founder Rathbone, of 
the order, who were left destitute, are 
to receive $150 every three months 
from the supreme lodge while they 
remain unmarried. 


A I.rg u u l of N rotlauil. 
David I. of Scotland 
was a m erry 
monarch, fond of the chase, and sel­ 
dom heeded the good counsels of his 
friend and confessor, Alkwine, canon 
of S t Augustine. 
It was shortly after 
his coronation that “ Roods Day” fell, 
a solemn occasion for the elevation ot 
crosses in the churches and religious 
ceremonies. 
In spite of the prayers 
and entreaties of the priest, the King 
would ride to the hunt with his host of 
m erry courtiers. 
W hen evening fell and the shadows 
lengthened, by some mischance tho 
King became separated from his com­ 
panions in the gloom. 
He found himself suddenly quite 
alone at the foot of 
a great crag. 
Far r w ev sounded the no.se of the 
hunt, but lie could see no man any­ 
where and suddenly hishors<*,an anim al 
of mettle—such as it befitted a mon­ 
arch to ride—began to tremble. 
In 
all his movements, and in his strange 
stare, he exhibited those tokens which, 
to this day, Scotsmen of a superstitious 
nature will declare a proof th at the 
horse can see spirits, which any one 
must be convinced give evidence that 
these dumb creatures are capable of 
the most intense terror of the superna­ 
tural, w hether that emotion be founded 
on fact or fancy. 
The King's horse, in fact, no longer 
obeyed his mast r. and it was only by 
the most expert horsem anship that the 
royal rider m aintained his seat. 
And now suddenly he saw what ter­ 
rified the animal, for there arose be­ 
fore him an immense stag almost twice 
as largo as any that had ever be** n 
seen before, white as snow, with great 
horns like bleached ivory. 
He fixed his immense and brilliant 
eyes upon horse and rider, and on tho 
instance the former ran away at full 
speed, followed by the white stag— 
away oyer moss 
and mire! 
Away! 
away! the white stag gaining all the 
while, until at last, with a shriek that 
cnly a terrified horse could utter, the 
creature fell and lay prostrate and mo­ 
tionless. throwing the King. 
The stag, with one wild leap, stood 
over the monarch, who gave himself 
up for dead, when suddenly a figure, 
strange and beautiful, 
stood beside 
him, and interposed a cross between 
those m ighty horns and the King's per­ 
son; and the stag, turning, fied back 
to the forest. 
The hunters, missing the King, made 
search for him. 
As they rode to and 
fro they caught glimpses of the white 
stag, but only as a 
flying vision; yet 
Its color, its size and its wonderful 
speed filled them with terror. 
Finally 
tney found the hunting cap the King 
had worn upon the ground, and, fol­ 
lowing this clew, came at last to the 
spot where the King’s horse lay, quite 
dead, its eyes wide open, as though 
fixed upon some terrifying object. 
N ear by lay the King himself, mo­ 
tionless, silent, pallid as a statue of 
marble. 
His 
hands 
were clasped 
about a large cross. 
At first they 
thought that he also was dead, 
but 
shortly he opened bis eyes, and told 
them the tale I have told you. 
Moreover, he said that since the 
flight of the stag he had dreamed a 
dream or had a vision. 
A holy being, 
though he knew not what name be­ 
longed to it, had bade him build an 
abbey in the same place, to be called 
the Holy Rood Abbey, 
to dedicate it 
in honor of the Holy Cross which had 
sayed his life, and lo build it on the 
spot where he had fallen. 
This tale and the sight of tho cros9 
50 impressed the wild young nobles 
that they knelt about the King, and 
all devoutly adored the God whoso 
mercy had so marvelously preserved 
their monarch, whom they then con­ 
veyed to the chapel, where the pious 
Alkwine still employed himself in de­ 
votion. 
Here the crosf, from which the King 
had never parted, was carefully exam ­ 
ined. 
It was of wonderful and intri­ 
cate workmanship, a miracle of deli- i 
cate beauty: and no man could tell of 
what it was made, whether of woo l or 
metal; and it was averted that, during 
the 2* 0 years which this cross stood in 
the abbey, no one ever discovered of 
what it was carved; for tlm abbey was 
built -,nd wa- known to fame Jong af­ 
ter tke King who erect ' i it slept in 
its Lm b; and the cross kept its place 
until the son of Robert Bruce be thought 
him to take it into battle with him, 
when it fell into English hands, 
and 
belonged for a long while to Durham 
Cathedral, still a mystery. 
For there 
never was b«fc”e, nor has been since— 
so say those who ought to know—any­ 
thing in the least like it as to texture. 
As for tho white stag, there were 
those who thought thoy caught a 
glimpse of it flying over the woods and 
vales about the Castle of Edinburgh 
for many years, and who swore they 
saw it by moonlight tasting the waters 
of the W ell of Iloly Rood; and th at 
far away faint bugles rang and the 
sound of baying hounds and hunters’ 
cries on every “ Rood Day” evening for 
a century or more. 


A Cincinnati tenement house was 
destroyed by fire yesterday and four 
of the inmates were burned to death. 


A Verndale special to the Pioneer 
Press says: Willard Brown was ac­ 
cidentally shot and killed by Frank 
Rhoades. The boys wrere out hunt ing. 
Tho case is particularly sad, as the 
deceased was the mainstay of his aged 
parents. 


“The widest plank on earth” is on 
exhibition at the railroad depot in this 
city. It was cut at the Elk river mill 
and is sixteen feet in width. It will 
be among the Humboldt exhibits at 
the world’s fair in Chicago.—Hum- 
poldt Standard. 


Miss Lizzie Kohler, a dress maker 
ot Northern Pacific Junction, while 
crossing the St. Paul & Duluth bridge 
over the St. Louis river on Monday, 
was met on tho bridge by a train, and, 
fainting, fell about 30 feet on the 
rocks beneath. She survives, but, it 
is feared, with very serious internal 
injuries.

terest on the outstanding bonds and 
the further issue of bonds necessary 
to complete the line to the interna­ 
tional boundary, a total of about $5,- 
000,000. The annual rental will be 
about 800,000, but inasmuch as the 
Seattle company has thus far earned 
its interests, the Northern Pacific is

Bellamy’s Theories put into Practice. 


D e s M o in e s, la., July 22.—During 
last winter there was organized at 
University 
Place, 
an educational 
suburb of Des Moines, what was known 
as an investigating club. The body 
met once a week and discussed social 
and economic topics. 
AmoDg the 
members of the club were those op­ 
posed to the present competitive sys­ 
tem of industry. The result was that 
about a month ago a special meeting 
was held to devise a plan to escape 
what they deemed the evils of society 
and put in successful operation the 
principles which had crystallized in 
their minds as the result of their in­ 
vestigations. 
Then followed the 
organization of the Colony company 
with the object of founding in some 
favored spot, 
probably either in 
Louisiana or Texas, a community 
which shall be complete within itself. 
Among tlie original members of the 
company are Earnest B. Gastor, editor 
of the Suburban Advocate; Prof. W. 
P. Macy, of Drake University; C. H. 
Mershon, E. D. Smith, D. Harrod and 
J. P. Merredith, all more or less 
prominent. 
The members of the proposed colony 
do not exactly indorse 
Bellamy’s 
views. They give this distinction in­ 
stead of Bellamy’s principle: “From 
each one according to his ability” to 
“each one according to his need.” 
Their principle is “all will have equal 
opportunity, and each will be reward­ 
ed according to his* need.” Each 
stockholder will contribute $500, and 
upon his death, resignation or repul­ 
sion, the value of his capitalization 
shall be paid to him or his heirs, but 
he waives all right to interest or in­ 
crease. 
Labor will be paid a certain 
rate per hour. 
Eight hours shall 
constitute a day’s work. 
Goods will 
be purchased at the colonial store at 
cost with labor time checks. The use 
of money will be abandoned save for 
use in intercourse with the outside 
world before the colony becomes in­ 
dependent. Supreme authority shall 
rest with individual members, and 
minority representations in the coun­ 
cils shall be obtained by cumulative 
voting.

M a k in g N ic k e ls And Pennies. 
The copper used in the manufac 
ture of pennies is of the very best 
; quality, and is from the Calumet & 
I Ilecla Mining Company on'Lake S11- 
; perior. The metal is shipped in bulk 
i from the mines to the factories o* 
Merchant A Co., in Connecticut. 
There it is rolled and stamped out 
in circles ot the requisite size, says 
the Philadelphia Inquirer. 
These 
! circles are perfectly plain, with th * 
exception ot the raised or milled edge. 
At this stage the pieces intended for 
pennies are as bright as gold pieces, 
while those Intended for nickels re­ 
semble highly polished silver. 
In 
this condition they are delivered to 
the mint. Or course, it is absolutely 
necessary th at all the pieces should 
be ot uniform size and weight. 
The transfer from the factory to 
the mint is made, and the number of 
pieces in a package is reckoned by ils 
weight. To find out how many small 
coins the am ount of nickel and cop­ 
per contracted for nt present will 
make, multiply the number of pounds 
ot copper by 100 and the number of 
pounds ot nickel by seventy. 
This calculation w ill show th at the 
metal now about to be made up into 
coin will maker 35,000 nickels and 
100,000 pennies. One hundred pen­ 
nies. therefore, weigh exactly one 
pound. 
When these pieces reach the mint | 
they are subject to the finishing pro- j 
cess, w hich consists in stam ping them j 
with the denomination, lettering and j 
characters seen on the coins, when 
they reach the public.

Anyway he goes on 
turning out the bills a t regular inter­ 
vals of six months, thus occasioning 
periodical spasms of exasperation in 
the secret-servics bureau.
